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THE SHALLOW SUBTERFUGE OF A DISHONORED POLITICIAN 


Following the rebuff which came to Senator Talbot when he tried to dictate to the 
Victoria liberals how and when they should hold their. convention, P. E. Lessard, presi- 
dent. of the Edmonton District Liberal association this morning received the first offi- 


cial admission from the provincial organization of the fact that he is a member of the

Senator Talbot has never called his provincial executive together and has never re- 
ceived any instructions from them to order. any conventions in the province, either in 
this election or the last. Until the notice received by Mr. Lessard this morning Senator. 
Talbot has ignored the provincial executive. altogether. What he proposed to do in the 
Edmonton district was to wail until a date very near the election, and then by calling a 
meeting of Oliver’s hand-picked association, which has never had any member on the 
provincial executive and which has never been officially recogniezd, to jam through a 
ready-made nomination of Frank Oliver and. {to try to make the public believe that this 
nomination was the nomination of the liberal party . In doing this Senator Talbot was 
acting absolutely withcut authority either from his provincial executive or from any- 
one else, and wholly in the interests of the’ Oliver clique. 

The telegram received by P. E. Lessard today is conclusive evidence that Senator 
Talbot himself recognizes that he has no authority to act without the advice of the pro- 
vincial executive, and it is conclusive evidence that Senator Talbot recognizes that P. E. 
Lessard is the presiding officer in this district,, whose authority is unquestioned. 

Having failed in his attempt to set aside the efforts of the distrlet executive to get 
together a representative convention in Edmonton Senator Talbot now reverts to a pro- 


The telegram makes it plain that if there is any question of unauthorized conven- ' 
tions, it is Senator ‘Talbot afid not the chairman of the Edmonton district who has acted 
If there are any conventions in the. province which have 
not been regularly called it.is the conventions in the south half of the province, which 


were called without reference to any meeting:of the proviticial executive. 


The Bulletin cannot deny and Senator Talbot‘cannot deny and Frank Oliver cannot 
deny that: the. convention called for tomorrow is called in the same way as the conven- 
tion which nominated Frank Oliver for the seat which he held in-the parliament which 


has just dissolved. 


Oliver knows, and the Bulletin knows, and Peter Talbot himself knows, that Peter 
Talbot never had anything to.do with the calling of the last convention, that he was not 
in town at the time the convention met, that he has never met the provincial executive 
in months, that he never even consulted them ‘with regard to the conventions which 
have already been called in Alberta during the present campaign; that the attempt to 
ring him in now is nothing but-a blind, that it has been the regular procedure in every 
constituency in‘the province for the district chairman to call conventions and that P. E. 
Lessard, in calling the convention for tomorrow. followed exactly the procedure he -fol- 
lowed at the time of the last convention, and the procedure followed was the same as in 
practically every. other case in every constituency in the province. 

Had Oliver a ghost of a chance of securing the regular liberal nomination in the 
Edmonton district he would not now be finding fault with the procedure followed in the 
calling of tomorrow's cohvention, but would be whooping it up for the convention and 
working like a Turk for the allegiance of aelegates to the convention. It is because he 
knows that no representative gathering of liberals in the Edmonton constituency would 
entrust him with a nomination that Oliver tries to discredit the regular convention and 
seeks to inveigle the public into the belief that a meeting-which he proposes to-hold of 
his hand-picked association for the purpose of conferring upon him-a ready-made nom- 
ination is-a regularly authorized and constitutionally correct convention. — 

No more shallow subterfuge was ever resorted to by any public man, and the very 
fact of its use is the most certain evidence thaf Oliver himself recognizes that he no
